The construction of the lines must be done as economically as 
possible, as every penny that is lent by the Feideral G"ver"™ent 
must be repaid within a period of from twenty to twenty-five ytar., 
it a low rate of interest. 
A minimum monthly rate must be es- 
tabhthed high enough to furnish sufficient revenue to pay the prm- 
e Ria I and interest on the Government note, and to maintain anti op- 
2 £ t e the lines. 
People who do not desire the electric service must 
cooperate with the people who desire such service, in order foi 
e
